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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 

I herewith submit my annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools: 

The estimated July 1st, 1957 balance at the time of 
the school district meeting was $3,900. It was voted at the 
March district meeting to use $2,000.00 of the anticipated 
July 1st balance to start a Capital Reserve Fund. Our Noti- 
fication of School Assessment used the sum of $4,000.0C 
as the July Ist estimated balance. However, the actual 
balance was $2,265.02 which was used by the tax com- 
mission to reduce the amount to be raised by taxes. A 
letter to the School Board Chairman from the Tax Com- 
mission dated September 26, 1957 notified the School 
Board that the Tax Commission had overlooked the fact 
that the $2,000 voted for the Capital Reserve fund had 
been paid out before the books were closed, hence in order 
to correct an error (not connected with the School Dis- 
trict) the tax commission was changing the amount of the 
balance to $3,265.02. Another factor that changed the 
amount to be raised by taxation was the amount of state 
foundation aid which increased $2,302.00 more than the 
estimate at the time the budget was presented. This in- 
crease in state aid was used to reduce the amount to be 
raised by taxes. The net result of the changes in esti- 
mated income was that the amount of $23,259.98 was 
raised by taxes to support the schools. This is within 
$428.00 of the amount estimated at the time of the school 
district meeting without planning on the $2,000.00 that 
was placed in the Capital Reserve Fund. 

An ambitious program to strengthen the curriculum 
was begun this year. A three-day Language Arts Work- 
shop was held October 9, 10, and 11 for the purpose of 
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studying current information about content and methods 
with particular emphasis on oral and written communi- 
cation. Dr. Alice Crossley, Associate Professor in Educa- 
tion at Boston University; Miss Nell Sefton, Educational 
Consultant of the World Book Company; Mrs. Marie Ca- 
pron, State Elementary Supervisor and Mr. Norman Pac- 
quette, head of the Claremont English Department were 
speakers and consultants. 

Our objectives are: 

1. To develop a syllabus outline for Grades 1-8 that 
will serve as a basis for progressive improvement. 

2. To develop an English syllabus outline for Grades 
9-12 that will serve as a basis for progressive improvement. 

3. To develop a planned program of integration of 
the language arts with other high school subjects. 

As a follow-up of the Workshop two committees are 
working on syllabi; one for Grades 1-8, the other, for 
Grades 9-12. In addition six meetings of all the teachers 
are being held to work with the committees. 

There was one teacher change this year. Mr. Edward 
Fairbanks replaced Mr. George Rollins as Principal and 
teacher of grades seven and eight. 

Complete responsibility for the school lunch program 
has been assumed by the school board this year. The 
school board have placed the program in the hands of the 
Principal and Mrs. Gates. It appears now that the funds 
raised by the district to support the program will nearly 
suffice.

This is an 11% increase in enrollment. 

It would appear that Surry should be seriously con- 
sidering an addition of at least one room in the near fu- 
ture. The bottle-neck is the small room that used to serve 
as a lunch-room. This room is severely crowded now and 
the addition of only one more in either the seventh or 
eighth grade would make a practically impossible situ- 
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ation. I would recommend that the district plan to add 
to the present building during the summer of 1959 and 
that the district add to the captial reserve fund this year.

New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest fire problem 
—97 per cent of all our forest fires being man-caused and preventable— 
a serious indictment of interest in our own welfare and that of our 
neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striving diligently to effectively 
meet the challenge through education of the public to the threat fire pre- 
sents to our woodlands; by maintaining a well trained corps of wardens 
and deputy wardens in every community and by providing ample op- 
portunity for all who wish to dispose of unwanted waste materials. Care- 
less and perverseness, however, continue to be the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and matches from 
moving vehicles by hikers, hunters and fishermen; careless burning of 
debris during hazardous periods in dangerous locations; illegal burning; 
improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook fires—all result in serious 
loss of property disruption of industry and farm work and unnecessary 
expenditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your community and 
your local forest fire warden need YOUR thoughtful and cooperative 
effort—The rules are simple.

Don’t burn at home—use your town dump and avoid all fire 
problems. 


If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit from your 
local forest fire warden when the ground is not covered with 
snow. Permits are required for open debris fires, home in- 
cinerators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. Your warden 
is instructed to permit burning if weather conditions, site and 
type of burning are safe. 


Be sure that all lighted material cigars, cigarettes and matches 
—are completely out before discarding them. Use ash trays 
in automobiles. 


Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are 
completely out before leaving them. 


Insist that others be careful and comply with buming re- 
quirements. 


Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid him 
to extinguish it.
